CAPE COD COTTAGES 


(An excerpt from the book, “Cape Cod Ahoy!” by Arthur Wilson Tarbell) 


Today, the best-loved survivor of the past is the little white cottage of staunch con- 
struction and seafaring memories. It is everywhere in the picture, as one soon observes 
in traveling from Plymouth to Provincetown. Dennis has her full share of them. Centur- 
ies have passed over the roofs of some of these patriarchs. Under the silver poplars they 
soberly stand, venerable, quaint, low lying, unpretentious, compact, and eminently habit- 
able. They are cherished deeply by those within, and coveted greatly by those without. 
Men pay liberally for them today, and think little of moving them miles to create a sum- 
mer home by the sea that shall breathe an atmosphere as different as possible from the 
formal dwellings to which cities chain mankind. 


The early builders followed the same pattern more or less closely. They carried in 
mind the simple English cottages of Cornwall and Devon, the homeland from whence 
they came. Outwardly the type can always be recognized by certain uniform character- 
istics—the story-and-a-half design, the low eaves, the unbroken gable roof, the six paneled 
front door, the rambling ells out behind, and the curious assortment of windows in the 
fable ends. This eccentric plan of lighting is apt to arouse much interest from the 
stranger. For Thoreau, it gave point to one of his whimsical paragraphs. He imagined 
that the various occupants, according to their height, had punched holes in the walls to 
view the world without, quite regardless of the exterior appearance. There were big 
windows for the grown folks, and little ones for the youngsters, following the same prin- 
ciple the farmer observed when he cut a large hole in his barn door for the cat and a 
smaller une for the kitten. “The ends of the houses,” he wrote, “had thus as many 
muzzles as a revolver, and if the inhabitants have the same habit of staring out of their 
windows that some of my neighbors have, a traveler must stand a small chance with 
them.” 


These fine old habitations usually face south, regardless of the angle at which the 
road passed. Every front window thus became a sun dial, telling when it was twelve 
o’clock with the accuracy of a chronometer. Often no other time-keeper was available. 
To face south, and then never use the front rooms, spending one’s life in the sunless 
rear, was an odd tradition. Another unique practice was the finishing of many of these 
houses with clapboards on the front and shingles on the sides. Here Yankee thrift dis- 
closes itself. While the clapboard was more sightly and expensive, the cedar shingle, 
laid only a few inches to the weather, was the best defense against the combined attacks 
of wind, rain, and sand that are the arch enemies on the Cape. Generally, too, these 
humble homes were tucked away in a bit of a hollow to escape the winter blows. Yet 
first and last they were called upon to withstand much buffeting, as the Cape, the lower 
part in particular, may be termed a bridge of winds, against which is directed ‘‘the nose 
of the bellows of Newfoundland.” Because of these gales, there are no overhanging 
cornices; the roof of a California bungalow would sail shortly out to sea in these parts.

But wherever located, an unfailing love 
for the sea prompted a site where a 
glimpse of the great highway of ships 
could be caught from some window or 
back platform. Simple and unadorned, 
but of fine lines and proportions, they 
were moulded by time into harmony with 
their background, and they make a de- 
lightful picture against the white surf and 
the dark blue water. It is a sort of bene- 
diction to see this picture in all the seren- 
ity of a perfect Cape Cod day. 


Three types were erected, the half- 
house, the three-quarters, and the double 
house. Married life began modestly in a 
half-house, and when children and in- 
creased means came the other half was 
added. Sometimes neither arrived, and a 
half-house could then be often interpreted 
to signify the tragedy of disappointed 
homes. Some splendid examples of these 
“first comers” are still standing, but most 
of them have been so disfigured by alter- 
ations during the last hundred years that 
their former charm has vanished. Dor- 
mers, bay-windows, vestibules, piazzas, 
side-doors and canopies and other un- 
sightly projections have been added, gen- 
erally in bad taste. During the middle 
of the nineteenth century many of the 
large chimneys were taken out to give 
more space in the front entry, or to allow 
a door to be cut through to the living- 
room. This, the most unpardonable dese- 
cration of all, is now sadly lamented by 
the present owners. Plenty of these 
houses, with several acres, were purchas- 
able for less than a thousand dollars 
prior to 1900, but the story is different 
now. The rising tide of summer life has 
almost exhausted the market, especially 
those houses that chanced to be near the 
ocean front. So now they are moved from 
inland localities. 


One reason why there are not enough 
to go around may be seen in Harwichport 
and South Yarmouth, where two early 
arrivals conceived the idea of buying a 
handful of houses, and stringing them 
together in an attractive formation. A 
summer establishment of some extent and 
much individuality was thereby produced. 
In one group, the 1690 guest house came 
from Brewster, the 1695 center house from 
East Harwich, the 1710 dining-room from 
Dennisport, the 1692 kitchen from South 
Yarmouth, and the servants’ quarters from 
the Lord knows where. The effect here, 
as in the case of the “House of Seven 
Chimneys” at South Yarmouth, is worth 
a long day’s journey to see. Other ingen- 
ious souls, less ambitious and less wealthy, 
have contented themselves with joining 
only two units, but in either event the 
supply was woefully diminished for those 
unfortunate mortals who were late in 
learning to love the Cape.

ready a skilled bookbinder, he worked in 
the Buffalo Public Library and attended 
night classes at the Albright Art Gallery. 
His work attracted much attention and 
won him a scholarship to the Art Stu- 
dent’s League in New York, where he 
later taught for ten years. His works are 
in the Metropolitan Art Museum, the mu- 
seums in Denver, Philadelphia, and Brook- 
lyn the Modern Art Museum, the New 
York Public Library, and in many well 
known private collections. 


While he was studying, his uncle felt 
that he needed a steady profession to en- 
able him to go on with his painting, so 
he urged him to work for a scenic artist.

When he can get away from the 
Playhouse Scene Shop, he manages to do 
some painting there—that is, when his ten 
year old daughter, Margot, hasn’t made 
other plans for him. 


ABOUT THE AUTHOR 


The author of this week’s play, Emlyn 
Williams, knows his subject well for he 
was born in a small town in Wales and 
spoke only Welsh until he went to school. 
Like Morgan Evans in “The Corn is 
Green,” Emlyn Williams was an outstand- 
ing prize pupil. A French scholarship 
took him to Paris for a year’s study, and 
later an English scholarship sent him 
through Oxford tuition free. From the 
time he saw his first play, he knew the 
theatre was for him. He was first known 
in this country as an actor in such plays 
as “Criminal at Large,” “Night Must Fall,” 
“And So To Bed.” He made the English 
adaptation of “The Late Christopher 
Bean,” from the French. 


“The Corn Is Green” was first produced 
in New York by Hermna Shumlin on No- 
vember 6, 1940, with Ethel Barrymore in 
the starring role. The Drama Critics’ 
Circle voted it the best play of foreign 
import that season. Since then it has been 
unanimously well liked by audiences, for 
as New York critic John Lockridge said, 
it is “emotionally mature and moving and 
tells simply, with dignity and compassion, 
a story worth telling.”

Be sure that screens fit tightly, that 
doors open out, and that screen mesh is 
not larger than 16 to the inch.

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WHO'S WHO 


EVA LE GALLIENNE (Miss Moffat) 
was born into a distinguished family of 
letters, her English father and Danish 
mother were both well known writers. 
Miss Le Gallienne graduated from a Paris 
convent and the Sorbonne, knowing that 
she would go into the theatre. After her 
studies at the Royal Academy of Drama- 
tic Art in London, she made her debut 
with Constance Collier in the London pro- 
duction of “Monna Vanna.” From the 
time of her American debut in the part 
of a Negro maid in “Mrs. Boltay’s Daugh- 
ters,’ she has always done the unusual. 
Here at the Playhouse she played the 
title role of “Hamlet,” in 1937, and on 
Broadway she _ starred in Bernhardt’s 
great role in “L’Aiglon.” One of the most 
honored women in the American Theatre, 
Miss Le Gallienne has done more than 
other actresses to bring the great classic 
dramas to the people. In 1926 she es- 
tablished her Civic Repertory Theatre at 
the 14th Street Theatre where she pro- 
duced over thirty classics including the 
works of Ibsen, Chekov, Shakespeare, 
Barrie, Moliere, and others. Her adapta- 
tion of “Alice in Wonderland,” was one of 
the most popular productions, and she 
repeated it on Broadway in 1946 with the 
American Repertory Theatre, which she 
co-founded with Cheryl Crawford and 
Margaret Webster. Of the six plays they 
produced, Miss Le Gallienne appeared in 
four: “Henry VIII,” “What Every Wo- 
man Knows,” “John Gabriel Borkman,”’ 
and as the White Queen in “Alice in Won- 
derland.” Between the two repertory 
companies, she played on Broadway in 
such successes as “Camille,” “Madame 
Capet,” “The Cherry Orchard,” and “Uncle 
Harry.” But she never forgot the rest of 
the country’s yearning for good theatre. 
Between engagements she went on a na- 
tional tour with Ibsen’s “Hedda Gabler” 
and “The Master Builder,’ and lectured 
extensively on the theatre. Her work has 
brought her more honors than any other 
woman in the theatre. She was the first 


woman to receive the gold medal of the 
Society of Arts and Sciences “for virtually 
affecting our national culture,’ and in 
1934 she received the medal of honor of 
the Town Hall Club of New York. In 
1928 President Coolidge selected Miss Le 
Gallienne as the most outstanding person 
of the year, next to Lindberg, and in 1947 
she was given a citation for distinguished 
work by the New York Drama League. 
We are very proud to present her tonight 
in such a distinguished play. 


RICHARD WARING (Morgan Evans) 
created this role in the original Broadway 
production and later on the road. This 
three-year engagement won him the 
Drama League Award and a contract to 
play the part opposite Bette Davis in the 
movie version. While preparing for the 
role he went to Wilkes-Barre, Pa., and 
worked in the mines for a while, at the 
same time wearing his stage clothes. And 
there is another reason for his authen- 
ticity, although he is an American citizen, 
his parents were English and Welsh, and 
he spent part of his boyhood in Wales. 
Mr. Waring started his career under Miss 
Le Gallienne’s tutelage at the school she 
ran in connection with the 14th Street 
Civic Repertory Theatre. After the de- 
pression closed the Civic Repertory, he 
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appeared in many productions on Broad- 
way, and later was starred in the Amer- 
ican Repertory Company’s productions of 
“What Every Woman Knows,” “Henry 
VIII,” ‘“Androcles and the Lion,’ and 
“Alice in Wonderland.” 


GWILYM WILLIAMS (John G. Jones) 
never imagined while he was working in 
the coal mines and steel mills of his native 
Wales that he would someday portray 
himself in an American hit play. He went 
into the steel mills at fourteen and worked 
there until World War I which took him 
to France, Mesopatamia, and Egypt with a 
Welsh Division of the British Army. After 
the war he tried to cure his restlessness 
by changing jobs—this time to the mines. 
One year was enough and he struck out 
for America. While he was living in 
Youngstown, Ohio, with relatives he 
joined several choral groups, and a music 
critic suggested a voice teacher in New 
York and a stage career. He was ready 
to return home to Wales when a friend 
got him an audition for a job in the Casino 
Theatre in New York. Sigmund Romberg 
heard it and signed him for a 98-week 
contract with “The Desert Song.” His 
career was made and he played in dozens 
of hits including “Simple Simon,” “‘Double 
Door,” “Sweet Adeline,” “Student Prince,” 
and “Jacobowsky and the Colonel.” 


BARBARA WELCH (Miss Ronberry) 
logically started her career in her native 
California at the campus theatre of UCLA 
and later for two years with the Stanford 
Players." Besides being in the _ pre- 
Broadway tryouts of such plays as “My 
Indian Family” and “All the Way Home,” 
she has played in the N. Y. production of 
“Passing of the Third Floor Back,’ and 
in many Blackfriar’s Guild shows. Sum- 
mer stock holds no fears for her since she 
has been resident actress at Hunterdon 
Hills Playhouse, N. J., where she played 
this same role last summer. 


ROBIN GRAVEN (The Squire) has 
played in London with most of the dis- 
tinguished names in the theatre, including

His dozen Broad- 
way productions include ‘Present Laugh- 
ter,’ “Claudia,” -“Dear Octopus, and 
“Strange Bedfellows.’ During the Second 
World War he served with the American 
Field Service as an ambulance driver in 
North Africa and Italy. 


EVA LEONARD-BOYNE (Mrs. Watty) 
was well established as a leading lady in 
her native London before she came to this 
country. Her first New York engagement 
was in G. B. Shaw’s, “Fanny’s First Play.” 
Winthrop Ames brought her back for a 
second appearance in New York ‘in his 
production of “A Pair of Silk Stockings.” 
Her career over here has been a series of 
long runs in such plays as “Victoria 
Regina,” “Time of Your Life,” “The 
Shanghai Gesture,’ and three years in 
this role with Ethel Barrymore in ‘The 
Corn is Green.” She made the movie 
“None But the Lonely Heart’ with Miss 
Barrymore, and was last seen on Broad- 


way with the Lunts in “Oh,- Mistress 
Mine.” 


_DARTHY HINKLEY (Bessie Watty) 
made her professional debut at thirteen 


as the movie struck youngster in ‘“Per- 
sonal Appearance.” An actress of great

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versatility, she has appeared on Broadway 
in such roles as a trapeze artist in “The 
Flying Gerardos,” a juvenile delinquent 
in “Dance Night,” a flighty deb in “Alice 
In Arms,” and a cockney in “London As- 
surance.” During her stock experience in 
such places as Mount Kisco, White Plains, 
Maplewood, Albany, and the Barter 
Theatre in Virginia, she has played every- 
thing from the brat in “Dear Ruth,’ to 
the mother in “All My Sons.” This week 
she is recreating the role she played for 
one year on the road. 


EDWARD McHUGH—Miss Le Gallien- 
ne’s advance stage manager and director 
for the ‘Corn is Green,” knew from birth 
that he would go into the theatre. His 
first part was at seven in a play called 
‘Human Hearts,” which was produced by 
his family’s traveling repertory company. 
There were eight McHughs on the bill, 
father, mother, and six children, and each 
member changed parts as he grew into 
them. He has stage managed plays for all 
the. Barrymores—seventeen for Ethel, 
everything from “Kingdom of God” to 
“Joyous Season.” And he was dialogue 
director for “None But the Lonely Heart,’ 
with Miss Barrymore. He was general 
stage manager for Arthur Hopkins for fif- 
teen years and did his scores of produc- 
tions, including the great hit, “What Price 
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Glory,” for which he directed the six road 
companies. He has done more than a 
thousand plays in stock companies in Den- 
ver, Pittsburgh, Cleveland, Akron, and 
other cities: Among his Broadway pro- 
ductions were “The Petrified Forest” and 
“Hamlet”, with Leslie Howard; ‘“‘The Mag- 
nificent Yankee,’ and “The Play’s the 
Thing,’ with Louis Calhern, ‘“Cup of 
Trembling” and “The Two Mrs. Carrolls” 
with Elisabeth Bergner, and “L’Aiglon,”’ 
with.Eva Le Gallienne. Here at the Play- 
house he directed Ethel Barrymore’s pro- 
ductions of “School for Scandal” and 
“White Oaks.” 


WILLIAM HAWLEY (A Groom) ap- 
peared last season in four of the Play- 
house productions. Every week he is on 
hand back-stage in his regular capacity 
as assistant stage manager. His work with 
Elisabeth Begrner in “Escape Me Never,” 
last summer won him a role with her 
touring company of the same production 
in the fall. Later in the season he stage 
managed “Blood Wedding” and “Bruno 
and Sidney” for New Stages in New York. 


DORTHA DUCKWORTH (Sarah Pugh) 
has been American, English, and now 
Welsh this season at the Playhouse. The 
only lack of variety in her parts is that 
she has always remained Anglo-Saxon. 
She is used to great variety in her career, 
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having played in everything from “Janie” 
to “Three Men on a Horse.” This is her 
first season aS a member of the resident 
company, and she has fast become in- 
dispensible. 


JAMIE MAC ARTHUR (Idwal Morris) 
is the second member of his family to 
make an appearance at the Playhouse. 
Brother of Mary MacArthur, who played 
here in 1947 in ‘“‘The Marquise” with Lil- 
lian Gish, he is making his first profes- 
sional appearance in a speaking role. He 
played in “The Corn Is Green” this sum- 
mer at Olney, but in a smaller part. Later 
in August, his mother, Helen Hayes, will 
open at the Playhouse in a new play with 
Mary MacArthur. 


PHILIP K. BROWN JR. (Robbart Rob- 
batch) made a great hit last winter as 
Yank in the Waban Neighborhood Club 
production of “The Hasty Heart.” He was 
a right-hand man backstage on the 
Herald-Traveler Fashion Show at the 
Hotel Somerset last winter and for other 
fashion shows done by Promotions, Inc. 
Before he graduated from Choate School, 
he was in many of their productions, and 
as a sophomore at Harvard intends to 
make a name for himself there eventually. 
And the theatre is his goal. 
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SEMMES LOWRY (John Owen) is 
number eight of nine children, but it 
never prevented him from expressing him- 
self. His introduction to the theatre came 
at the age of five when he appeared in 
his older sister’s productions at home. His 
father and mother were both theatre peo- 
ple, and although Semmes has detoured 
in a variety of jobs, including having his 
own print shop, he intends to make the 
theatre his career. 


HENRY GUEST (Will Hughes) broke a 
precedent at the Playhouse. Our appren- 
tices usually do not come back in later 
years, but Henry who was first with us 
in 1947, came back this year as member of 
the staff, serving in both a backstage and 
business capacity. Last winter he did a 
lot of screen work in New York and ap- 
peared on several radio shows including 
“Mr. Ace and Jane.” He was with the 
resident theatre in Kansas City and in the 
Actors’ Lab in California. Now Hank has 
decided to make the producing end of the 
theatre his career. 


PAT CONWAY (Glyn Thomas) comes 
by his theatrical ambitions very naturally. 
His mother and four aunts and uncles 
started in the theatre, in the footsteps of 
Pat’s grandfather, Francis X. Bushman, 
movieland’s greatest matinee idol. Son of 
Hollywood director, Jack Conway, Pat 
was born and raised in California, and is 
quite happy with the prospect of living 
and dying there. After his summer here 
he intends to go back to the coast for 
further study in the theatre. 


RICHARD MANN (Glyn Thomas) was 
coming to Cotuit with his family for the 
summer, but he wanted a job. Elinor 
Hughes and Helen Eager of the Boston 
Herald, friends of his mother who is a 
well known short story writer and news- 
paper woman, suggested he try the Cape 
Playhouse. Vacationing palled Dick in a 
few days, so he came to the Playhouse 
as an usher. He is going back to St. 
Paul’s School this fall with a new avo- 
cation, the theatre.

CORNEL WILDE, one of the screen’s 
most popular leading men, and his lovely 
wife, Patricia Knight, will appear at the 
Cape Playhouse next week in a new play, 
“Western Wind,’ by Charlotte Frances. 
This is the first time Mr. Wilde and his 
wife have ever appeared together on any 
stage, and it is his first summer theatre 
appearance since he achieved fame in 
Hollywood. 


A three-character play, “Western Wind” 
is the story of a veteran’s return home, 
only to find that his wife is in love with 
another man. John Baragrey appears as 
the other man. This marks the second 
time he has played with Mr. Wilde and 
his wife. Wilde’s latest picture is Colum- 
bia’s “Shockproof,” the first picture he 
ever made with Patricia Knight, and Mr. 
Baragrey appeared with them. 


This Cape Playhouse appearance fulfills 
an early ambition of Cornel Wilde’s. Be- 
fore the war, and his Hollywood career, 
he spent many vacations on the Cape 
where his wife’s family lives. At that 
time, and ever since, he wanted to appear 
at the Playhouse. In 1947, he and Patricia 
Knight were scheduled to play here in 
“Arms and the Man,” but at the last min- 
ute the engagement had to be cancelled 
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because of an unexpected picture commit- 
ment. We are very happy to have them 
with us at last, especially in the premiere 
of a new play.
